M. E. CHURCH FINANCES. 


Mr. Editor,—We were favored to-day with 
the perusal of the Christian Sentinel, published 
in Richmond, Virginia, containing the report of 
the Stewards of the Virginia Annual Confer- 
ence of the Methodist Episcopal Church; shew- 
ing the amount collected on the different cir- 
cuits and stations, as confereuce collections, 
and how appropriated. Had the report been 
extended to the original claim of each preacher 
belonging to the conference, and the amount 
actually paid to him by the circuit or station in 
which he had been placed during the past year, 
it would have been much more satisfactory. 
But only a few preachers are named, together 
with their original claims of quarterage, and 
actual receipts in opposite columns. For exam- 

le: A’sclaim of quarterage $248, received $95, 

’s. claim 216, received 70; C’s. claim 200, re- 
ceived 50; D’s claim 200, received 19; E’s claim 
200, received 7,50; F’s claim 200, received no- 
thing; G’s claim 200,received nothing; H’s claim 
100, received nothing; and this was the hero of 
Mattamuskeet; I’s claim 216, received nothing; 
L's claim 100, received nothing; M’s claim 296, 
received nothing; N’s claim 216, received no- 
thing. Amongst these, and a few others simi- 
larly situated, the whole amount of conference 
collections, appropriation from book concern, 
and from chartered fund, making in all $1071, 
was distributed, affording each a proportion of 
less than 44 cents in the dollar. All others who 
had received over 44 cents in the dollar from 
their respective Circuits or stations, were con- 
sidered as not being entitled to any part of the 
appropriations. The editors of the sentinel 
say, “they think it quite probuble there were an 
equal number of preachers who had not receiv- 
ed more than fifty or sixty dollars on their res- 

ective circuits, yet were not embraced in the 

teward’s report;’’ and consequently must be 
contented with what they had received. It is 
true, many of the circuits and stations appear 
to have paid their preachers, and subscribed 
very liberally toward missionary purposes; but 
we do think so old an establishment as the Vir- 
ginia Annual Conference, ought not to have 

rmitted one of their preachers to go with half 
aloaf. The editors of the Sentinel are aware 
of the salutary influence an annual exhibition 
of collections and disbursements will have on 


the people, therefore they ‘‘hope the Stewards 


of the conference will continue to give through 
the Christian Sentinel, every year, a full expose 
of the collections and disbursements of money; 
and that they will let the people see the amount 
of defictenctes which annually occur in the con- 
ference, in meeting the limited salary of a Me- 
thodist travelling preacher.”’ 

We also hope that our conference Stewards 
will do the same thing, especially as it is made 
their duty ‘‘to make out an accurate exhibit at 
conference, shewing: 1. What each. preacher 
has received from his circuit or station during 


the past year. 2. The amount paid to each 


out of the funds received for the relief of the 
preachers. 3. The amount forwarded to con- 
-ference from each circuit and station, as confer- 
encé@ collection; and the respective sums for- 
warded by individuals or societies.’’ Dis. p. 54. 
We sincerely hope no Steward will shrink from

COMPOSITION OF ANNUAL CONFERENCES. 


Mr. Editor,—Your correspondent ‘‘Itinerant”’ 
asks, what is the meaning of that part of the 
Constitution which relates to the composition of 
the Annual Conferences? And also when a min- 
ister can be said to be properly under the sta- 
tioning power of the Annual Conference? 


By turning to the article, I find it to read very 
intelligibly to my mind: ‘There shall be held, 
annually, within the limits of each district, a 
Conference, to be denominated the Annual Con- 
ference, composed of all the ordained itinerant 
ministers belonging to the district; that is, all 
ministers properly under the stationing aathori- 
ty of the Conference; and of one delegate from 
each circuit and station for each of its itinerant 
ministers.’ The definition here given of an 
itinerant minister appears to be the principal dif- 
ficulty with your correspondent; and hence he 
asks, ‘when can a minister be said to be pro- 
perly under the stationing authority.’ We would 
say, every minister and preacher is properly un- 
der the stationing authority the moment he is 
received by a vote of the Conference to itiner- 
ate, or has been attached to the Conference by 
transfer. No man can be said to be under the 
stationing authority until he is received by the 
Annual Conference to ilinerate. That is, ac- 
cording to my view, (and I am satisfied it was 
the view of a large majority of the convention,) 
when he is recognized by the conference as a 
minister or preacher who may be placed in any 
circuit or station to preach at all the appoint- 
ments, or preaching places designated by the 
quarterly conference. 

The notion of an Annual Conference station- 
ing a minister at ‘‘a particular meeting house,”’ 
orany number of meeting houses less than the 
whole circuit or station, is at variance with the 
coustitution and discipline, and all correct views 
of what constitutes itinerancy. The Annual 
Conference has no power to make preaching 
appointments for any of its ministers or preach- 
ers. The only power of this kind exercised by 


an Annual Conference, is that of filling the pul- 
pits of the station where the Conference may be 
holding its session; and even this is a matter of 
usage, and not claimed as a right. 


It properly belongs to the Annual Conference 
to define the boundaries of the respective cir- 
cuits and stations within the district, and to sta- 
tion the ministers and preachers on the several 
cicults and stations, and appoint to the mis- 
sionaries their fields of labour. When this is 
done, the respective quarterly conferences are 
assembled, and they fix the times and places for 
nne in their respective circuits and sta- 


Here it may be asked, have the Quarterly 


Conferences power to restrict, to a particular 


isters or preachers who may have been stationed 
on their circuit or station?’ The Quarterly Con- 
ferences certainly have not this power. J. Be- 
cause every stationed minister and preacher is 
either the executive officer for the whole circuit, 
or the assistant, and as such, must necessarily 
travel and preach round the whole circuit, or he 
cannot discharge the various duties imposed by 
the Constitution and Discipline. 2. Because the 
expense of the itinerant ministers and preachers 
stationed on circuits, is to be borne by the whole 
circuit, and therefore, all parts of the circuit 
have a right toa portion of their services. 3. Be- 
cause the members of the convention, as the 
representatives of the whole church, have ced- 
ed no such power to the Quarterly Conferences, 
and therefore they cannot exercise it; for what 
is not ceded is retained. 


It may be-satisfactory to give some account of 
the introduction of that part of the Constitution 
which defines the term ‘‘Itinerant Minister.”— 
The draft submitted to the Convention by the 
committee, appointed at a previous convention, 
reads: ‘‘There shall be held, annually, within the 
limits of each district, a conference, to be de- 
nominated the Annual Conference, composed of 
all the itinerant ministers belonging to the dis- 
trict, and of one delegate from each circuit and 
station.”’ Art. 7, sec. 1. Whenthe convention 
arrived at this part of the draft, there was a mo- 
tion made by a brother from the North, to strike 
out the word “Jtinerant,’’ which elicited much 
discussion, on what we were to understand by an 
itinerant minister. A brother from the West, 
offered the following as an amendment to the 
first section, ‘“The Annual Conference shall be 
composed of all ordained ministers, who shall 
be in the employment, and who shall submit to 
serve under the stationing authority of said con- 
ference, and of one delegate from each circuit 
and station.’’ After some discussion, a com- 
mittee was appointed to take the first section of 
article seven as presented :n the draft, into con- 
sideration, and report accordingly. The com- 
mittee retired, and after a few minutes reported 
the following: ‘There shall be held, annually, 
within the limits of each district, a conference, 
to be denominated the Annual Conference,com- 
posed of all the ordained itinerant ministers be- 
longing to the district; that is, all ministers pro- 
perly under the stationing authority of the Con- 
ference, and of one delegate from each circuit 
and station.” When the report was presented, 
a brother from Baltimore moved, that the last 
sentence be stricken out, and the following be 
substituted: “And of one delegate for each of 
its itinerant ministers; provided, however, that 
every circuit and station, shall have at least one 
delegate.”’ This amendment was received; and 
the report, as thus amended, was finally adopt- 
ed, and is substantially the same with that print- 
ed in the Constitution, Dis. page 20. 


In conclusion, to make it fully manifest that 
the convention, by the term ‘Itinerant minister’ 
understood definitely, one who is unreserved- 
ly at the disposal of the stationing authority. 
of the Annual Conference, we need only re- 
mark, that the following resolution, offered by a 
member from Baltimore, was negatived by an 
overwhelming majority. ‘‘Any minister of the 
Methodist Protestant Church, not properly itin- 
erant, having satisfactory gifts and qualifications 
for usefulness to the church, who shall report 
himself to the Annual Conference as willing to 
be accountable to that body for his official con- 
duct, and labour regularly and gratuitously in 


meeting house, the labours of the itinerant min- 


concert with the plan of the circuit or station 
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within the bounds of which he may reside, upon 
a vote of the conference in his favour, shali be 
admitted to a seat, and his name shall be enroll- 
ed as a member of the conference.’”’ This reso- 
jution was negatived by a majority of two-thirds 
of all the members of the convention present. 
The rejection of this resolution proves, that 
the convention considered no man properly un- 
der the stationing authority who was not at the 
annual disposal of that power, subject to be sta- 
tioned on any circuit or in any station, within 
the limits of the district, and changed periodi- 
cally from one circuit or station to another. 
Mark the terms of the proposition. 1. The 
Brother is to have ‘‘satisfactory gifts and quali- 
fications for usefulness.’’ 2. “ Willing to be ac- 
countable to the annual conference for his offi- 
cial conduct.” 3. To “labour regularly and 
gratuitously in concert with the plan of the cir- 
cuit or station.” 4. Subject to ‘a vote of the 
conference in his favour,’’ previously to his be- 
ing received. Yet, notwithstanding all this, the 
supporters of the resolution themselves did not 
consider that a minister thus received would be 
itinerant; for they say, at the very commence- 
ment of the resolution: ‘Any minister of the 
M. P. Church, not properly itinerant, having sat- 
isfactory gifts, &c.’’ And the rejection of the 
resolution by the convention proves, that that bo- 
dy did not conceive such an one an itinerant 
minister. Wherefore? Evidently, because the 
labour tendered was to be performed, ‘‘on the 
circuit or station within the bounds of which he 
may-reside,’’ and the minister himself not liable 
at the close of the conference year to be chang- 
ed, or placed on another circuit or station, bys 
the power of the stationing authority; therefore, 
not properly under the stationing power of the 
Annual Conference, and consequently not itin- 
erant in the constitutional acceptation of the 
term. | 
Now if the convention refused to give a min- 
ister a seat in the annual conference who is will- 
ing to labour regularly and gratuitously in con- 
cert with the plan of the circuit, is it to be pre- 
sumed that that body would have been willing 
to grant a minister a seat in the annual confer- 
ence who consents to preach only occasionally 
at one or two houses of worship in his own 
vicinity? Suppose the following resolution had 
been offered to the convention, immediately af- 
ter the rejection of the one cited above. 
‘‘Resolved, that any minister of the Methodist 
Protestant Church, having satisfactory gifts and 
qualifications for usefulness to the church, who 
shall report himself to the annual conference,as 
willing to be accountable to that body for his 
official conduct, and to labour gratuitously in his 
own immediate vicinity, at any particular meet- 
ing house the stationing authority may designate, 
shall, upon avote of the conference in his fa- 
vor, be admitted to a seat, and his name shall 
be enrolled as a member of the conference, and 
he shall be considered to all intents and purpos- 
es an itinerant minister.’ Had this resolution 
been offered immediately after the rejection of 
the first one, can any man in his senses believe 
it would have passed the convention?

For the Methodist Protestant. 


Mr. Editor,—I wish through the medium of 
your paper to give some of the reasons which 
led me to unite myself with the Reformers.— 
When the subject was first agitated I was a 
‘member of the M. E. Church, and I rejoice that 
I did not act like many others who closed their 
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eyes and minds against all the light and evidence 
furnished by the advocates of the reformation. 
I immediately opened my bosom to receive truth 
and to act upon the truth; which course I thought 
was the proper one for all Christians to pursue. 


As soon therefore as I arrived at the point 
which called for a decision, having received the 
information necessary toa proper determination 
on this important subject, I forthwith associated 
myself with the supporters of Mutual Rights. 


The following are some of the reasons I as- 
sign for the course I have pursued. First, in or- 
der to have a good conscience I should act from 
the honest convictions of my own judgment in 
all matters involving moral and relative duties. 
I could not reconcile it to myself then,nor now, 
to close every avenue through which truth might 
be communicated to my mind by avoiding those 
circumstances which have in the natural course 
of things a tendency to fix unavoidable and last- 
ing conviction. Had I suspended the consid- 
eration of moral and relative duties, I should 
have been justly chargeable with culpable ne- 
glect. A sense of duty therefore to God and 
man constituted with me the first principle of 
action in the cause of reform: seeking to glorify 
God in my body and soul which are His. 


The second reason is, that a representative 
form of government is the most scriptural, and 
by far the most compatible with our civil insti- 
tutions; how any man or set of men professing 
the liberal religion of Jesus Carist can claim the 
right to govern the church without the concur- 
rence of a majority of her members is a mystery 
hich I cannot solve. [I cannot find in the 
New Testament a single precept to justify such 
a claim. And it is much more astonishing to 
me, that the very individuals whose duty it is to 
proclaim liberty to the captive, should wish to 
exclude their lay brethren from participating in 
the enactment of those rules by which the com- 
mon whole is to be governed. Our civil insti- 
tutions guarantee to our fellow citizens equal 
rights and privileges; to advocate therefore a 
system opposed in its constitution, and oppres- 
sive in its Operations, is an inconsistency, in- 
compatible with citizenship in this great repub- 
lic, and unworthy of those exalted institutions 
bequeathed to us by Our ancestors at the great 
price of their own blood. The obligations I 
feel myself under to the Father for our religion, 
also to our ancestors for our civil advantages, I 
trust are deep and lasting. It has been justly 
said, ‘Civil and religious liberty usually live and 
die together.” 

A third reason I assign for joining reformers 
is, we live in a world of improvement, and 
whenever the laws of any community are found 
defective, and the consequences of such defects 
is prejudicial to the vital happiness of said com- 
munity, it then betomes the duty of the mem- 
bers which compose the community to alter and 
repair the said laws to secure the general good 
of the whole. I have never thought for a mo- 
ment that it was my chief concern to secure my 
own personal happiness without regard to the 
happiness of others; but on the contrary, I 
thought my well-being in time and eternity sus- 
pended on the entire discharge of moral and re- 
lative duties. I hope by Divine assistance to be 
able to steer clear of that ruinous self-love that 
would lead me to seek distinction among my 
fellow mortals at the great price of their natural 
rights. I, with many of our Brethren, first in 
the ranks of reform, have been and still are sub- 
ject to the uncharitable censures of our M. E. 


of my motives; the cause of Reform I have al- 
ways considered the cause of God; and I shall 
feel happy to bear some humble part in erecting 
a beautiful temple to be the dwelling place of 
the angel of the new and everlasting covenant. 
My prayer to God is, that our principles. may 
triumph over ignorance and bigotry, and that 
civil and religious liberty, righteousness and 
peace, may exalt us a nation in the affections of 
our Heavenly Father. ia

THE WORD OF SALVATION, 


“To you is the word of this salvation sent,”— 
Acts xiii. 26. 

Salvation is a term full of meaning. It in- 
cludes all that we can desire and expect. What- 
ever is safe, comfortable, and lasting. It disarms 
sickness of its evils—death of its sting—and 
eternity of its horrors. It purifies and ennobles 
the soul.—It raises the “beggar from the dung- 
hill,” and places him among the princes of 
God’s people in eternal blessedness. 

This salvation is conveyed to man by the 
hearing of the ear, and this message of mer¢y 
is emphatically called the ‘‘Word of God;” for 
‘faith cometh by hearing, and hearing by the 
Word of God.’ Even the word of this salvation 
is sent to us. It comes from another country, 
and is not of human origin. Wisé men have 
tried various expedients to lessen‘er remove the 
sin of the world, but they could never find a 
remedy. We are solely indebted to the God 
who made us for this salvation, and all it conse- 
quent blessings. ‘‘It pleased him by the fool- 
ishness of preaching to save them that believe.”’ 
He gave his own Son, the Eternal Word, with- 
out any solicitation on our part. He fixed the 
terms on which he would save the world, and 
without consulting our opinions, has, by “a 
new and living way,’ made provision for our 
present afid eternal salvation. ‘The word of 
the Lof@is perfect, converting the soul” and it 
is our duty to receive and obey it, without 
questioning its authority,or endeavoring to avoid 
its enactments. | 

It is a word, a command, a message sent from 
heaven to earth, and must be heard sinners. 
The messengers are various, ‘God’ spake to 
our fathers by the prophets,” then “by his Son 
from heaven,” and now by the ministers of the 
gospel.

The scriptures have not only been read in the 
public services of the church, and the bible 
found its way into your habitations, but, through 
the grace of God, this word of salvation has 
been orally preached to you by the ministers of 
the gospel. 

It is trae, you have not the same preachers, 
for the world is continually changing its inhabi- 
tants, and the men who published this salvation 
to your fathers, have gone torest. Each gene- 
ration must have its peculiar preachers, as well 
as its common means of grace. New preach- 
ers, the companions of your childhood and 
youth, have been converted and called to the 
work of the ministry; and are now become your 
instructors and warners.

From the Whole we cofftlude: 1. That how- 
ever inexcusable the heathen world will be 
found to be in the great and final day, because 
ofany peculiar system of spiritual influence 
which the wisdom of God has adopted in their 
behalf, it is not within the province of the church 
to presume upon such an agency; but the com- 
mission entrusted to her, plainly is, to go on 
with the work of evangelical reformation, and 
to extend with all possible despatch, the light 
and blessings of the gospel to the acceptance 
of all men. This God has commanded, if cer- 
tainly he has given any command in the volume 
of his truth. 2. That the idea of the heathen 


‘world being safe enough, and in some respects 


happy and enviable compared with our own, 
thoughwovisited by the light and ordinances 
of christianity, is altogether imaginary and illu- 
sive, and such as we do hot admit or act upon 
in regard to any other subject. It is, in short, 
purely infidel, when fully examined and expo- 
sed, and at war with the whole wisdom of God 
as developed in the system of means and of 
mercies which his grace has furnished in the 
‘scheme of the gospel. And on this same sub- 
ject of equal chances for salvation and heaven as 
supposed to be enjoyed by the heathen, we say, 
let one fact be fairly considered and have its 
due estimate accorded to it, and that is the 
weight of a thousand theories unsupported by 
the gospel. Of the three servants who were 
entrusted with their lord’s money, only he that 
had received but one talent, was, upon the day 
of reckoning, found delinquent, and sentenced 
to punishment; whereas, he who had received 
two talents, and the other who had received 
five, were both ready when called to account, 
to show a proportionate improvement, and so 
were rewarded with an enlargement of trust 
and of happiness. 

3. That all missionary enterprises should 
have the countenance and support of God’s peo- 
ple every where.

fellow-men. 


As no doubt the letter from our English 
brethren, whose title is ‘‘Wesleyan Protestant 
Methodists,”’ will be read with interest, we here 
insert the circumstances as narrated by them- 


selves, which gave rise to their becoming a 
separate church. 


The reasons which led to that separation are 
fully stated in the publications issued by the. 
original dissentients in the town of Leeds; and 
are briefly as follows. 

In the early part of 1827, a few Trustees, in 
Leeds, wished to introduce an Organ into 
Brunswick Chapel, in opposition to the decision 
of the Leaders’ Meeting, expressed by a majori- 
ty of sinty against it, to one in favor of it. A 
strong memorial was also prepared, and signed 
by sixty out of the sixty-two local preachers 
who were waited upon; and was presented to 
the leaders’ meeting, expressive of their disap- 
probation of the proposed measure; after which, 
a regular district meeting of travelling preachers 
decided against it, by a vote of thirteen against 
seven. Yet, notwithstanding this decisive ex- 
pression of public feeling, by the persons who 
were the best qualified, and who were legally 
authorizee, to determine the question, the com 
ference, in violation of its own clear and ex¢ 
press law upon the subject, granted permission 
to erect the organ, and which was accordingly 
done. | 

The society, thus insulted, and its decisions 
treated with contempt, both by the trustees and 
the conference, convened several meetings of 
the official characters upon the business, for 
which offence one of the local preachers was 
suspenced from his office, by Mr. Edmund 
Grindrod, the superintendent of the circuit, in 
direct opposition to the expressed opinion of 
the local preachers’ meeting. This stretch of 
arbitrary authority was deeply felt and properly 
resented by the whole body insulted; and so 
strong and so general was this feeling, that Mr. 
Grindrod found it necessary to summon a spe- 
cial district meeting, for the purpose of crushing 
the spirit of constitutional integrity thus mani- 
fested, and establishing the will of the preachers, 
as the sole legislative and executive authority in 
the connexion! At this tribunal, two official 
characters in the society were summoned to 
take their trials for what was termed “factious 
opposition to the proceedings of the preachers.” 

0 give some color of justice, however, to 
this illegal act, the leaders were summoned to 
be present on the occasion; and each leader, as 
the condition of his permission either to vote 
or speak in the meeting, was required to sign a 
document, pledging himself to support the 
preachers! 

The issue of these proceedings was such as 
they were calculated to produce; they termina- 
ted in the expulsion from the society of the per- 
sons accused, together with about thirty lead- 
ers, for refusing to sign the said debasing and 
degrading document. In this extremity, an 
appeal was made to the justice and impartiality 
of the conference, when assembled at London, 
in 1828; but appeal to them was in vain! In- 


the conference’ passed a vote of thanks to its 
accredited agents, who, by these means, sepa- 
rated upwards of one thousand members of the 
Leeds societies from its connexion! 

As soon as this result was known, a general 
meeting of the trustees, stewards, local preach- 
ers, leaders, and members, lately belonging to 
the Methodist societies in Leeds, was convened 
at the Stone Chapel, on the 27th of August, 
1828; when, on the resolutions of the confer- 
ence on their late appeal against the arbitrary 
and illegal conduct of the preachers of the cir- 
cuits, and against the special district meeting, 
having been read, 

It was unanimously resolved, *‘That the de- 
cision of the conference should be solemnly 
PROTESTED against; and as the individuals con- 
cerned have now no prospect of redress for past 
injuries, nor any security against their repeti- 
tion from that body, that they form themselves 
into a distinct christian community,—retaining 
the doctrines and form of worship, and influ_ 
enced by the motives of the original founder o ¢ 
Methodism, the Rev. John Wesley, under the 
denomination of the Westevan Protestant 
Mertuopists.’” 

A committee of twenty-one official members 
was then appointed, ‘‘to prepare suitable laws 
for the regulation of the society, in accordance 
with the usages of the New Testament, and as 
consistent as possible with the original rules of 
the late Rev. John Wesley.” 

The laws so prepared were printed and cir- 
culated amongst the several societies, and after- 
wards submitted to the first yearly-meeting of 
their representatives, held at Leeds, on the 29th 


and 30th of September, and Ist and 2nd of Oc- 
tober, 1822.

TEMPERANCE CHURCH. 


Ata Monthly Church Meeting of the mem- 
bers of the Second Baptist Church, in the City 
of Richmond, held in the School Room con- 
nected with the Church, on Thursday, 7 o’clock, 
P. M. 2ist February, 1833, the following Pre- 
ambles and Resolutions were adopted: 
Whereas, the members of this Church are 
fully satisfied that the practice of drinking and 
vending ardent spirits is productive of more evil 
in Our country, than any other, or than all other 
causes whatsoever. And whereas, many mem- 
bers of our Churches, regardless of the crime 
and misery which they spread around them,-still 
continue to drink and to sell this most perni- 
cious of all poisons; 
Therefore, Resolyed—that in future any mem- 
ber of this Church, who shall drink ardent spir- 
its—or shall offer it to his friend to drink—when 
sickness does not require it—or who shall make 
a business of selling it to be drank by persons 
in good health, shall be considered guilty of im- 
moral conduct, and liable to be cited before the 
Church. 
Whereas, we believe that every professor of 
the Religion of the New Testament, is under 
the most solemn obligation to employ his exer- 
tions, his prayers, and his substance for the sal- 
vation of sinners—the support of the ministry— 
and the prosperity of the Church of Christ.— 
And whereas, we believe that the contribution 
of money for these objects is as much an act of 
religious duty as any other.

OBITUARY.

For the Methodist Protestant. 


Mr. Editor,—In writing obituary notices, we 
ought in this as in all our acts, to have special 
reference, yea, exclusive reference to the glory 
of God and the good of mankind. If in any 
instance God bestows his favor on an individual 
in a more bountiful manner than is usual, would 
it not be profitable to inquire how comes this 
to pass? May notI and all mankind so act as 
to receive at the hand of God the same amount 
of favor? It is very evident that there is no pe- 
riod in human existence in which we take more 
interest than in a dying moment; knowing that 
all is well that ends well. But of whom niay it 
be said he or she died well? I answer, the per- 
son who dies in the Lord. But can any one 
die in the Lord who is not alive in the Lord? 
The answer is,;—no. ButlI am now about to 
write of the merciful dealings of God in our 
christian community in this town.—Within a 
few weeks past God has taken several of our 
christian friends from labor, to reward, from pain 
to ease. 

The first of these was our sister Duana 
M’Coy, who departed this life on the 23rd. of 
January, 1833, in the 26th year of her age. I 
visited her frequently in her last illness, and 
gathered so much from her conversation as to 
induce a strong persuasion in my mind that she 
is now at rest with God her Saviour. 

The next was our sister ANN Bangs; she de- 
parted this life on the 8th of February, 1833, in 
the 33d. year of her age. The sufferings of this 
child of God were of a protracted nature; dur- 
ing which time she never lost sight of her Sa- 
viour. At one time she felt the fear of death; 
but to this she did not yield: she called upon 
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I visited her several times during her illness, 
and always found her peaceful and pleasant, and 
frequently with a smiling countenance. The 
nearer her end, the happier was she; and the 

reater was her consolation. Atone time when 

called to see her, I thought she was so near 
her end, and her work so well done, that I hesi- 
tated whether it would be best to call the com- 
pany to prayer and thanksgiving or not; but she 
seemed to apprehend my difficulties, and told 
a sister that she wished me to pray. This re- 
lieved me, and we went to prayer; and when we 
arose from our knees, she remarked that she 
had never suffered from praying, but I have 
often suffered for the want of prayer. I thought 
this worthy of notice. I said, ‘‘sister, when- 
ever lam present, and you wish for prayer, 
give me the sign.” ‘She replied, ‘“‘you need not 
wait fora sign.” ‘What?’ said I, ‘a general 
sign?’ ‘‘Yes,’’ said she, “we enter heaven 
with prayer.” I though she was the happiest 
person in the room, not because she was nearer: 
the end of her labor, but because she felt more 
of the comfortable presence of God than any of 
us. There was no shrinking from death.—No, 
she desired to depart and to be with her Sa- 
viour; for as death approached, and nature lay 
in extreme weakness, her spirit arose above all, 
and in the most perfect tranquility she repeated 
with an audible voice, these words: 


O what are all my sufferings here, 
If Lord thou count me meet 
With that enraptur’d host to appear, 
And worship at thy feet. 


And then ‘with a full and firm voice, ‘give glory, 
glory, glory to God; and said, “can none 
of you help me to give glory to God?” She 
proceeded to Speak of what awaited her in 
heaven, in the most exulting strains. This ex- 
celled all that I had ever witnessed. I am per- 
suaded that never did a conqueror pass with 
more delight under the triumphal arch than did 
sister Bangs pass from these mortal shores into 
the presence of her Lord and Saviour. She 
made an affectionate reference to her husband, 
children, and a young woman who waited on 
her: so I left her, and so shé died; and now she 
lives with God in lightand glory; and I am per- 
suaded that all who saw her are ready to say, 
‘let me die the death of the righteous, and let 
my last end be like hers.”’ 


About two hours and a half after sister Bangs 
left us, our sister Exganork Orme bid adieu to 
this vain world, in the — yearofherage. Her 
health had been declining many years, and for 
the last three months of her life, the sufferings 
of her body» were indescribablee—She was a 
mere skeleton; but God magnified his grace in 
her; for as was the day of trial, soin proportion 
was her spiritual strength. Attimes she would 
refer to the agony of her body, and then she 
would say, ‘‘thy will be done;’” and then her 
tongue would be attuned to the praise of her, 
Saviour. Once she referred to the ruins of her 
person, and said, “who could have believed’ 
that there could be so much happiness amidst 
so much misery. i wish,” said she, ‘‘that I had 
strength to tell you something that would make 
you glad.” Isuppose she wished to tell us 
some of her joyful prospects. One day when 
I visited her, she said, ‘1 never was more disap- 
pointed than I was this morning, to find myself 
on this bed: I thought I should have been in 
heaven.” ‘QO!’ said she, sweet rest will 


God, who saved her from that which she feared. | 


be!’ Does not this look as if her work was 


well done? Verily she now rests with God, her’ 
Redeemer; and sorrow and sighing have fled 
from her spirit, and everlasting joy is her por- 
tion. I have not written all the triumphant 
expressions of these sisters,—I wish to praise 
my God as they did! | 


_ A few days after sister Orme was received up 
to heaven, brother Gipron Davis; her class 
leader, was called to follow her. There have been 
several facts stated insobituary notices in refer- 
ence to this good man: but there are some traits 
in his character which are worthy of imitation, 
and ought to be brought to view. He was a 
man of extensive information, especially in the- 
ology: he was among the most constant hearers 


in religious assemblies, and when present he « 


would conduct himself in the most respectful 


manner; yes, I think he was the most respect- — 


ful hearer that | have ever seen. It was a rare 
appearance indeed to see him sit. with head 
bowed down, as.if he was distressed with the. 
erformance; or sit sideways to the minister. 
t made no odds as to the talents of the man, 
if he were sound in language, morals and doc- 
trine. He sat and heard God’s minister with 
as much apparent attention as if God was speak- 


ing. 


drowsiness; he was all attention and jal) devo- 
tion. He said he did not go to church With an 
expectation to hear any thing new. He did not 
regard a large congregation as necessary to his 
hearing a discourse to his edification, for he was 
attentive in hearing the word of God when 
he was in a small congregation as when thou- 
sands were present. In evidence of this, one 
night when the congregation was small, he was 
asked if he did not think that it would be as 
well to change the exercises into a prayer- 
meeting. He very promply replied, “that he 
could hear a good sermon as well as if there 
was a larger company.’ He hada strong sense 
of honor and propriety:—He was not only 
liberal in words, butin deeds. In evidence of 
this, when a minister said in the presence of 
brother Davis and others, ‘‘that he bad to live 
on his means and credit at that time?” One of 
the company said that he was glad that the 
preacher had means of his own to live upon. 
Brother Davis said that he did not like that 
view of the subject: he, with his divine master, 
did not think it right that a man should serve 
the altar without living by the altar. But in his 
estimation the labourer is worthy of his living. 
He and others had agreed to give the minister 
so much, notin figures, but in dollars, and he 
felt himself in Honor bound to see the sum forth- 
coming. He was not alone in the honorable 
feeling, for the brother who remarked that he 
was glad the minister had means of his own to 
live upon, is liberal in the strictest sense of the 
word, as well as many other noble spirits in this 
station who are liberal above their ability. Asa 
leader of aclass, I think there was more of the
